T HESE two books present comple-

time. Michael O'Malley in “Keeping 
Watch” examines time from the outside; 
what he sees is a medium of social orga- 


the psychologist, though both share an 
uneasiness about the state of our culture 
and its dominant values: O'Malley is 
Goncemed that the conflict between the 
linear view of time spawned by “ma- 
chines and efficiency” and the cyclical 
time of nature and “our internal natural 
eycles™ has yet to be resolved: Rappa- 
port is concemed about a society in 
which both past and future bave become 


“distant and meaningless,” “a society 
organized for living in a narrow slice of 
the time line, the ‘now."" 

O’Malley’s “History of American 
Time” focuses on one century (1826- 
1925). He presents his chosen century as 
a series of confrontations between a tra- 
ditional sense of time as “rooted in na- 
ture and God" and modern, “ ἱ 
made time” — recurrent confrontations 
between cyclical, agrarian time and lin- 
ear, city time. 

O'Malley describes in detail the local 
and regional competitions and confu- 
sions that plagued time or, more precise- 
ly, timetables before 1883 when Ihe rail- 
roads cooperated to establish of 
standard time much like those we assume 
at preseat. In vot “pubhe view, this was we 
reo tion ublic time to suit 
needs of ὁ commerce,” a victory for “the 
linear side of Western thinking about 
lime. 


In “Marking Time,” Rappaport ar- 
gues that a properly balanced sense of 
time, a proper integration of past, pres- 
ent and future, is essential to psychologi- 
cal health and well-being. He further 
argues that a flawed sense of time is not 
just a symptom but may well be a funda- 
mental cause of ill-health. Contemporary 
psychology and psychotherapy he re- 
gards as over-concemed with the past to 
the exclusion of a healthy concern for the 
future. And, to the detriment of most of 
us, “our whole culture may be living with
